An Act further to amend the Land Acquisition Act, 1894, for 
certain purposes. 

x^HEEEAS it is expedient further to amend the Land 

Acquisition Act, 1894, for the purposes hereinafter 
appearing; It is hereby enacted as follows: — 

1. This Act may be called the Land Acquisition (Amendment) 

Act, 1933.

W HEEEAS the Murshidabad Act, 1891, confirming and 
giving effect to an Indenture between the Secretary of 

State and the Nawab Bahadur of Murshidabad Amir-ul-Omrah, 
provides that in case the said Nawab Bahadur or any of his 
lineal heirs male successors to the titles shall contravene any 
of the terms of the said Indenture or shall disable himself 
from duly maintaining the dignity of his position and station 
it shall be lawful for the Secretary of State for the time being 
to enter into and upon the immoveable properties mentioned in 
the Indenture and to exercise certain powers therein specified 
in the manner therein set forth; 

And whereas it is expedient to make further provision for

include such qualification therein, and such AmAndinA-p f;. may 
further direct that such qualification shall be deemed to be a 
recognised medical qualification for the purposes of this Act only 
when granted after a specified date. 
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(3) Within one month before the expiry of the period of four 
years from the oommenoement of this Act, the Governor General 
in Council shall frame a schedule to includo all medical quali- 
fications which have been specified or indicated by him in resolu- 
tions made under sub-section (8), and shall pubhsh the said 
sehedple in the Gazette of India, and such schedule shall be 
substituted for the Second Schedule with effect from the expiry 
of the said period of four year^, and shall then have force as if 
it had been enacted in this Act : 

Provided that the Governor General in Council shall include 
in the said schedule all medical qualifications included in the 
Second Schedule which were granted before the expiry of the 
said period of four years. 

14. (i) At any time after the expiry of the period of four 
years alter the commencement of this Act, the Council may 
complete or .may enter into negotiations with the authority m 
any State or country outside British India which by the law of 
such State or country is entrusted with the maintenance of a 
register of medical practitioner's, for the settling of a schedule 
of reciprocity fgr the recognition of medical qualifications, and 
in pursuance of any such scheme the Governor General in 
Council may, by notification ia the Gazette of India, amend 
fhe Second Schedule so as to include therein any medical quali- 
fication which the Council has decided should be recognised. 

(;8) Such notification may also direct that an entry shall be 
made in the last column of the Second Schedule against such 
medical qualification declaring that it shall be a recognised medical 
qualification only when granted after a specified date. 

(3) The Governor General in Council, after consultation with 
the Council, may, by notification in the Gazette of India, amend 
the Second Schedule by directing that an entry be made therein, 
in respect of any medical qualification, declaring that it shall, 
be a recognised medical qualification only wfhen granted before 
a specified date. 

(4) Where the Council has refused to recognise any medical 
qualification which has been proposed for recognition by any 
such authority, that authority may apply to the Governor General 
in Council, and the Governor General in Council, after consider- 
ing such application and after consulting the Council, may, by 
notification in the Gazette of India, amend the Second Schedule 
so to iuclude such qualification therein, and the provisions of 
sub -section (8) shall apply to such notification. 

15. Every medical institution in British India which grants 
a recognised medical qualification shall furnish such informafion 
as the Council may, from time to time, require as to the courses 
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of study and examinations to be undergone in order to obtain 
suoh qualification, as to the ages at which such courses of study 
and examinations are required to be undergone and such quali- 
fication is conferred, and generally as to the requisites for 
obtaining such qualification. 

16. (1) The Executive Committee shall appoint such nurnber 
c‘f medical inspectors as it may deem requisite to attend at any 
or all of the examinations held by medical institutions in British 
India for the purpose of granting recognised medical quali- 
fications. 

(2) Inspectors appointed under this section shall not interfere 
with the conduct of any examination, but they shall report to 
the Executive Committee on the sufficiency of every examination 
which they attend and on any other matters in regard to which 
the Executive Committee may require them to report. 

(3) The Executive Committee shall forward a copy of any 
such report to the medical institution concerned, and shall also 
forward a copy, with the remarks of such institution thereon, 
to the Governor General in Council. 

17. (i) When, upon report by the Executive Committee, it 
appears to the Council that the courses of study and examination 
to be gone through in any medical institution in British India 
in order to obtain a recognised medical qualification or that the 
standards of proficiency required from candidates at any 
examination held for the purpose of granting such qualification 
are not such as to secure to persons holding such qualification 
the knowledge and skill requisite for the efficient practice of 
medicine, the Council shall make a representation to that effect 
to the Governor General in Coimcil. 

(2 ) , After considering such representation, the Governor 
General in Council may send it to the Bocal Government of the 
province in which the medical institution is situated, and the 
Local Government shall forward it, along with such remarks as 
it may choose to make, to the medical institution, with an 
intimation of the period within which the medical institution 
may submit its explanation to the Local Government. 

, (3) On the receipt of the explanation or, where no explana- 
tion is submitted within the period fixed, then on the expiry 
of that period, the Local Government shall make its recom- 
mendations to the Governor General m Council. 

(4) The Governor General in Council, after making such 
farther iuquiry, i£ any, as he may think fit, may, by notification 
in,tfie Gazette of India, direct that an entry shall be made in 

the 
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the JFirst Schedule against the said medical qualification declaring 
that it shall be a recognised medical qualification only when 
granted before a specified date. 

IS. (i) The Council may, with the previous sanction of the 
Governor General in Council, make Kegulations generally to 
carry out the purposes of this Act, and, without preju^ce to 
the generality of this power, such Begulations may provide for — 

(a) the management of the property of the CouncH; 

(h) the summoning and holding of mteetings of the Council, 
the times and places where such meetings are to 
be held, the conduct of business thereat and the 
number of members necessary to constitute a 
quorum. ; 

(c) the resignation of members of the Goxmcil an& the 

filling of casual vacancies; 

(d) the powers and duties of the President and yice- 

President ; 

(e) the mode of appointment of the Executive Committee 

and other Committees, the summoning and holding 
of meetings, and the conduct of business of such 
Committees; 

(/) the tenure of ofiBce, and the powers and duties of the 
Secretary and other officers and servants of the 
Council ; 

(gf) the appointment, powers, duties and procedure of 
medical inspectors; and 

(h) any matter for which under this Act provision may be 
made by Regulations. 

(2) Until the first Council is constituted imder this Act, any 
Regulations which may be made under sub-section (2) may be 
made by the Governor General in Council; and any Regulation 
so made may be altered or rescinded by the Council in exercise 
of its powers imder sjxb-section (2). 

19. (2) The Council shall furnish such reports, copies of its 
minutes, abstracts of its accounts, and other information to the 
Governor General in Council as he may require. 

(2) The Governor General in Council may publish, in such 
manner as he may think fit, any report, copy, abstract or other 
information furnished to him under this section or under section 
16. 

20. (2) Whenever it is made to appear to the Governor 
General in Council that the Council is not complying with any 
of the provisions of this Act, the Governor General in Council 
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may refer the particulars of the complaint to a Oommission of 
Inquiry consisting of three persons, two of whom shall be 
appointed by the Governor General in Council, one being a Judge 
of a High Court established by Letters Patent of the Crown, 
and one by the Council; and such Commission shall proceed to 
inquire in a s umm ary manner and to report to the Governor 
General in Council as to the truth of the matters charged in the 
complaint, and in case of any charge of default or of improper 
action being found by the Commission to have been established, 
the Commission shall recommend the remedies, if any, which 
are in its opinion necessary, - 

(2) The Governor General dn Council may require the Council 
to adopt the remedies so recommended within such time as, 
having regard to the report of the Commission, he may +hi-nTr fit; 

^ and if the Council fails to comply with any such requirement, 
the Governor General in Council may amend the Regulations 
of the Council, or make such provision or order or take such 
other steps as may seem necessary to give effect to the recom- 
mendations of the Commission. 

(3) A Commission of Inquiry shall have power to administer 
oatiis, to enforce the attendance of witnesses and the production 
of documents, and ^ shall have all such other necessary powers 
for the purpose of any inquiry conducted by it as are exercised 
by a Civil Court under the Code of Civil Procedure, 1908.
